DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-1 0 are allowed (renumber claims are 1 -7). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
fail to teach, suggest, or in combination of the electronic device having said angle 
member comprises a first plate and a second plate joined with each other at a bent 
portion, and in a cross section perpendicular to an longitudinal direction thereof, a 
distance from an outer end portion of said first plate to said bent portion is longer than a 
distance from an outer end portion of said second plate to said bent portion; said first 
plate is provided with a first fixing portion for fixing to said side face; said second plate is 
provided with a second fixing portion for fixing to said side face; and a distance from the 
outer end portion of said first plate to said first fixing portion is equal to a distance from 
said bent portion to said second fixing portion of the second plate.
